on 25th March, 1903, by Rev. Georgo Huater 
MoNeur, jnissionary of the Presbyterian Church 
of New Zealand... The followisg is: an 
extract -— : : 


The first purty of Chinese immigrants came 


to our Colony between-1250 and 1850, attracted 
from Australia by the discovery of gold. Theso 
newcomers soon let their friends at home know 


of the new gold hills. and for rome years thay |. 


poured: into the country in great numbers. 
The Government became alarmed at the increase 
in number of their Celestial visitors, and in 1880 
sought to restrict their entrance by imposing & 
poll-tax of £10, ‘This was.a decided check; but 
in order to prohibit.o large influx of aliens in 
tho future the tax was raised years ago 
to E100. So duiing the Inst ten years the 
Chinese popaiation has been steadily decreasing, 
ad now thera ara net 3,090 in the whole of the 
Colony. Only about one-sixth of our Chinese 
eome from the “ Four Districts.” In this there 
is o decided contrast to the Chinese population 
in Amoricoand Australis... The five-sixths come 
from Tsang Sheng aud Upper'P’oon Yi, The 
‘Boar’ District’ men ‘are cooks, Iaundrymen 
find storokeapors ; tho Tssug Sheng. men are 
‘market-gardeners and. fruit-sollers, while the 
Poon Yii men are largely gold-digyers. . Some 
few men among. them’ have-made fairly large 
fortunes, most of them have. made exough tw 
keep them in comparative comfort on roturn to 
Chins, while some have a straggle which ends 
pathetically in-the poor-houss or lunatic nsylam 
or at best-in being.sent home by subscription. 
Last year an-Opium Prohibition Act came 
tale and 
usp of opium acrime. The petition presented 
to Parlioment which. secured this legislation 
was signed by several hundreds of Chinese, 
many themeclves victims to the babit. In the 
district of Oiago, where I wan first introduced 
to Chinese work, there are now about 1,000 mep 
and nearly 80U of these are from Upper P’oon 
Yu.
